Bunch of Postoffice Thieves Disposed 
of In Granite State 

Portsmouth, N. H., Sept. 28.— 
George Howard, John kennedy and 
Thomas Mates, who have for several 
years given the police and govern- 
ment officers no end of trouble in post- 
office breaks in Massachusetts and 
New Hampshire, were sentenced in 
the United States circuit court here to 
seven years in the federal prison at 
Atlanta for the robbery of postoffices 
at Canobie lake and Reed’s Ferry on 
the night of Jan, 27. 

Frank White and Arthur Williams, 
two more of the gang, pleaded guilty 
to breaking into the Reed's Ferry of- 
fice on Feb. 10, and were given a sen- 
tence of one year each. 


ITALY SENDS WAR 
THREAT TO TURKEY 


Will Seize Tripol Unless Oc- 
cupation Is Permitted 


London, Sept. 28.—A news dis- 
patch from Paris says that Italy has 
sent an ultimatum to Turkey saying 
that the latter must agree to an Ital- 
ian occupation of Tripoli and that un- 
less a reply is received today Italy 
will immediately proceed with . the 
thrgatened occupation. ie 

Malta, Sept. 28.—A private mes- 
sage from Tripoli says that Italian 
warships with an expeditionary force 
are lying twenty miles off Tripoli and 
that there is a panic among the Italian 
residents there, as it is feared that 
the landing of troops would be the 
signal for a massacre of Huropeans. 

The Anglo-Maltese colony in 
Tripoli sent an-appeal to their com- 
patriots. The telegram reads: 

‘‘We implore our brethren to appeal 
to the government to assist us and to 
come to our help, as the ..alian 
steamers refuse to receive any but 
persons of their own nationality.” 


KNIFE WOUND IN HEART 


Man Has Survived Eight Days and Is 
' Expected to Recover 

Moorehead, Minn., Sept. 27.—That 
it is possible to recover from the ef- 
fects of a knife thrust in the heart 
is being proved by Frank Grover, who 
eight days ago was stabbed during a 
controversy over a poker game. 

At first it was thought that Grover 
would die and his assailant, W. N. 
Little, was held for murder. Al- 
though Grover had five ribs removed 
and several stitches taken in his 
heart, it is now stated that he has a 
good chance for recovery. 


AVIATORS IN COLLISION 


Ely and Atwood Dron to Ground, but 
Are Not Badly Hurt 

Canton, O., Sept. 28.—While at- 
tempting to make a landing after 
circling about the aviation field here 
Eugene B, Ely lost control of his ma- 
chine and crashed to the ground, hit- 
ting Aviator Atwood’s machine on the 
way. 

Both aviators were dumped to the 
ground, but neither was badly in- 
jured. One of the planes of Ely’s ma- 
thine was damaged. 


$35,000 For Breach of Promise 

New York, Sept. 27.—Supreme 
Court Justice Bijur signed an order 
directing that judgment, by default, 
tor $35,000, be entered against Jacob 
F. Henkell in a suit for breach of 
promise of marriage brought by 
Gertrude de Lance. 


Woman Beats Inheritance Tax 

Kansas City, Sept. 27.—Before she 
died Mrs. Sarah M. Sheidley divided 
property valued at $3,000,000 among 
her relatives. By this action the state 
loses $150,000 that it might otherwise 
have claimed under the state inheri- 
tance tax.

Hartford, Sept. 26.—Philip Wara

EX-GOVERNOR | 
PROCTOR DEAD. 


Former Chief Executive of Ver- 
mont Had Heart Trouble 


MEMBER OF “RULING FAMILY’ 


Son of Redfield Proctor Followed In 
His Father’s Business Footsteps and 
Became Head of Largest Marble 
Works In the World—Was Very 
Partisan Republican and Served as 
Governor For Two Years 


Rutland, Vt., Sept. 28.—Former 
Governor Fletcher D. Proctor, head of 
the largest marble works in the world, 
died at his home in Proctor after a 
six weeks’ illness of heart trouble. 

Fietcher D. Proctor was born in 
Cavendish, Vt., almost fifty-one 
years ago, his birthday being Nov. 7, 
and he was the scion of a distin- 
guished and very rich family. His 
father was Redfield Proctor, who for 
many years represented Vermont in 
the United States senate and was sec- 
retary of war. The Proctors were 
one of the “ruling families” of Ver- 
mont and were typical New England- 
ers. 

Fletcher Proctor was educated in 
the Middlebury high school and Am- 
herst college. He graduated with 
honor from the latter institution with 
an A. B. degree in 1891. Seven years 
later Middlebury college conferred 20 
LL. D. degree on him. When he was 
26 years old he married Miss Minnie 
EB. Robinson in Westford, Vt. 

Senator Proctor was heavily inter- 
ested in the quarrying business in 
Vermont, and his son followed in his 
father’s business footsteps. He be- 
came president of the Vermont Marble 
company, of the Proctor Trust com- 
pany, the Barney Marble company, 
and the Clarendon and Pittsfield Rail- 
way company, and he had other finan- 
cial or business interests. 

Senator Proctor became the mos: 
influential man in Vermont politics, 
irrespective of parties.. His word was 
law in the Republican organizution. 
His son followed him in politics as he 
in business. Fletcher Proctor 
served in the Vermont house and sen- 
ate, and was speaker of the former 
body. In 1906 he was elected gov- 
ernor of the state and served two suc- 
ceeding terms. 

He was avery partisan Republican. 
He was talked of for United Fiples 
senator three years ago, but declined 
to be a candidate. While governor 
he made the railroad lobby mad by ad- 
vocating an increased taxation of 
roads and the abolition of grade cross- 
ings. 

He made his home in Proctor, Vt., 
where his fine mansion was within a 
half mile of the works of the marble 
company which he directed. He 
gained great popularity with em- 
ployes. 


MASQUERADED AS MAN 


Woman Deceived People In Oregon 
Town For Twenty-Two Years 

Albany, Ore., Sept. 27.—Only af- 
ter she had been ordered committed 
to the state insane asylum by the Lynn 
county court was the discovery mada 
that Miss Ray Leonard, 62 years old, 
an old resident of Lebanon, has for 
twenty-two years been masquerading 
as a man, 

She came to Lebanon in 1889 with 
her father, saying that they were 
from Maine. Both worked as shoe- 
makers, and when the father died 
eight years ago Ray continued the 
shop alone. 


BOGROFF IS HANGED 


Assassin of Russian Premier Pays 
Death Penalty at Kiev 

Kiev, Sept. 26.—Dmitry Bogroff, 
the assassin of Premier Stolypin, who 
was condemned to death by court mar- 
tial, was hanged here. 

Before his execution the young man 
asked that he might see a rabbi, but 
refused this consolation when in- 
formed thta the interview must be in 
the presence of officials. 


CANADA’S LATEST FIGURES 


Show That Conservatives Have a 
Majority of Forty-Five 

Ottawa, Sept. 26.—With several 
contested elections in sight and some 
remote polls to be heard from, this 
is the standing of the two parties in 
Canada, according to last returns re- 
ceived: pe ;

Lost on Liberte 


MEN LOST FROM OTHER SHIPS 


Fire in Ammunition Hold of French 
Vessel Reaches Powder Magazines, 
Hurling Men High In Air as Cul- 
minating Explosion Occurs—Disas- 
ter Occurs In Roadstead Off Tou- 
lon, Where Great Naval Display 
Was Recently Witnessed by Presi- 
dent and Other Government Officials 


Toulon, France, Sept. 26.—An ap- 
palling naval disaster attended with 
enormous loss of life occurred when 
the battleship Liberte blew up in this 
harbor, 

The death loss is officially estimat- 
ed at 303 men. The killed include 
officers and men of the Liberte, and 
also a large number of those from 
nearby warships. 

The first alarm of fire was followed 
by four successive explosions of in- 
creasing intensity as the fire neared 
the powder magazines, when at last a 
deafening explosion literally tore the 
great warship to pieces and sent her 
to the bottom a mass of twisted 
wreckage. 

The “force of the explosion was 30 
great that huge fissures were openea 
in the steel armor and frame work of 
the warship. A piece of armor plate 
was huried against the cruiser Re- 
publique with great force, damaging 
her plates. 

On the first explosion the mea 
rushed from their quarters and a hun- 
dred or more sought safety in plung- 
ing overboard. But the great body of 
men, officers and crew, remained on 
the ship and were hurled high in the 
air or in the water as the culminating 
explosion tore the ship into frag- 
ments. : 

Several small boats which had gone 
from the other warships to the aid of 
the Liberte sank when the final ex- 
plosion occurred. Twenty men were 
killed and fifty injured on board the 
Democrati and there were fatalities 
on the Verite and Republique. The 
latter was obliged to dock hastily. 

At the first explosion the men be- 
low, suddenly awakened, tumbled 
from the cots, and, rushing to the 
sides of the vessel, were throwing 
themselves bverboard when ait order 
calling them to their stations rang out 
and held to their deaths those who 
had not already escaped. 

Nearly every vessel of the squad- 
ron lost some men from the parties 
sent to the aid of the burning battle- 
ship. The Verite was moored near- 
est, being about 225 yards from the 
Liberte. Eight of the Verite’s nien 
were wounded by flying fragments 
blown from the Liberte or by pieces 
ot bursting shells. 

The decks of the Verite were crowd- 
ed with men who were watching the 
frightful spectacle and who were 
targets for the falling debris. 

With the last convulsion of the 
mighty sea fighter, men and wreck- 
age were tossed high in the air and a 
shower of human limbs, bits of flesh, 
articles of clothing, pieces of armor 
plate and splinters of wood fell upon 
the decks of the Verite and upon the 
wide circle of the men-of-war and 
small boats standing by. 

There were many vessels in the 
harbor at the time, including a num- 
ber of warships, which have been 
maneuvering here since the first of 
the ‘month. The first explosion 
brought a quick response from the 


nearby men-of-war and from the 
shore.. Dozens of boats put off and 
picked up survivors and floating 
bodies. 


The fire was discovered at 5 o’clock. 
At first it did not appear to be seri- 
ous, but it gained a quick advantage 
over the squad of sailors sent to ex- 
tinguish it. The ammunition holds 
had not been flooded on account of 
the apparently trifling nature of the 
blaze. 

The force of the explosions was 
terrific. They shook the vessel fore 
and aft, each one seeming stronger 
than that preceding, opening up great 
fissures in the armor and framework 
of the vessel, 

The Liberte was anchored in the 
roadstead, where she has been since 
the review of the fleet by President 
Fallieres on Sept. 4,: when the Frenci: 


national executive gazed upon the 
most powerful fleet that France has 
ever assembled, Premier Caillaux 
and his associates in the cabinet, to- 
gether with many senators and depu- 
ties, were present. 

Particuiar— significance--was at- 


tached to the display, as it was made 
on the very day that France com- 
municated to Germany the terms upon 
which the republic offered a setue- 
ment of the Moroccan dispute with 
Germany. Formed in two perfect 
alignments were eighteen battleships, 
six of them of the “all big gun” type; 
nine armored cruisers, twenty-five 
torpedo boats and torpedo boat de- 
stroyers. The fleet was manned by 
1700 officers and 26,907 men. 

The Liberte’s regular complement 
was 795 officers and men, She cost 
$%.262,180 to build. \ 
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GARDNER FOR SENATOR 


Miine Farmer to Take Seat Made 
Vacant by Death of Frye 

Augusta, Me., Sept. 25.—The ap- 
pointment of Obadiah Gardner of 
Rockland to be United States senator, 
to complete the unexpired term of the 
late Senator William P. Frye, was 
announced. by Governor Plaisted. 
Gardner is state assessur, having been 
appointed to that office by Plaisted 
for a term of six years in April. 

Obadiah Gardner was born in Port 
Huron, Mich., Sept. 18, 1852, and 
lived there during his boyhood. He 
settled in Rockland thirty-six years 
ago. His family consists of his wife 
and one son. 

He is the first farmer to enter the 
senate from Maine, and the present 
time is the only instance of two 
Democratic senators from this state 
since 1851. 


VOTERS OF WICHITA 
RECALL THEIR MAYOR 


Commissioner Also Gets the 
Hook at Special Election 


Wichita, Kan., Sept. 27.—Mayor 
Graham and Commissioner Leach 
were recalled by the voters of Wichita 
at a special recall election, Commis- 
sioner Campbell, against whom the 
recall also was directed, was re- 
elected by a majority of 38 votes. 
W. W. Minick was the successful 
candidate for mayor, polling 1885 
more votes than Graham. J. H. 
Harts defeated Leach by 100. 

The charge on which the recall was 
based were the administration's con- 
sidering the purchase of a privately 
owned water works plant, instead of 
establishing a new water system, and 
neglest in enforcement of the prohi- 
bition law... 


CHARGED WITH MURDE 


Labor Men Accused of Hiring Pugilist 
to Asault Non-Unionist 

Chicago, Sept. 27.—William J. 
Boerner, an organizer of Typographi- 
cal union No. 16, and Samuel Olen, 
a union printer, were held to the 
grand jury, charged with instigating 
the murder of Rush K. Denon, a non- 
union printer. 

The men were held as the result of 
testimony of John Daly, a former 
pugilist, who said he had been hired 
by Boerner and Olsen to “do up” 
Denon. He testified he had been 
given $50 and that he had employed 
Samuel Cassidy, a former organizer 
of the union, for $10 to commit the 
assault which resulted in Denon’s 
death. Cassidy was in court and ad- 
mitted striking the fatal blow. 


FORTUNES LOST IN STEEL 


Sudden Drop In Common and Pre- 
ferred Wipes@ut Small Investors 
New York, Sept. 28.—Fortunes of 

small investors were wiped out in ~ve 

minutes in Wall street when steel 
stock, after jumping up 5 points 
shortly after the opening, suddenly 

fell 7 points in the common and »5 

points in the preferred in an appar- 

ently manipulated market, 

There was a scramble on the part 
of the shorts to buy steel when the 
market opened, but the price leaped 
so rapidly that many were able to get 
in only at the top figure of 62 for the 
common and 116 for the preferred. 
The decline came with even greater 
suddenness than the advance, 


SUGAR PRICES DROP 


Big Cut by the Arbuckles Is Met by 
Other Refiners 

New York, Sept. 28.—The severest 
cut ever made on any one day in the 
memory of the sugar trade occurred 
when sugar dropped from 7% to 6% 
cents per pound. The corner in the 
price of the refined product has been 
suddenly broken by Arbuckle Bros. 
This cut in price amounts to about 
$2.50 per barrel. 

John Arbuckle was said to be _per- 


sonally responsible for the reduction. |- 


Practically all of the other refiners 
met the cut at once. it is said that 
until prices are reduced to the nor- 
mal other reductions will be made. 


GIVEN QUICK DIVORCE 


Trial of Suydam’s Suit Against Wife 
Lasts but Five Minutes 

New York, Sept. 28.—Walter L. 
Suydam, whose wife eloped with 
frederick Noble, the youthful son of 
a Brooklyn plumber, was granted an 
absolute divorce by Justice Clark in 
the supreme court, Brooklyn, after a 
trial which lasted only five minutes.

Consumption—What It !s, 


By DR. WILLIAM 8. ELY. 

Tuberculosis of the lungs, the 
most contagious and fatal form 
of the disease, is caused by the 
presence of tubercle bacilli 
(germs) in the lungs. The germ 
multiplies rapidly and feeds on 
the lung substance, which it 
gradually destroys. 

The important symptoms of 
consumption are cough expecto- 
ration (or spitting of phlegm 
containing the tubercular germs), 
hemorrhage (or bleeding from 
the lungs), fever (increased tem- 
perature of the body, especially 
in the evening), difficulty in 
breathing, pains in the chest, 
night sweats, loss of appetite, 
emaciation (loss of flesh), ‘ 

The germ of consumption en- 
ters the system in three ways— 
first, by being inhaled or breath- 
ed into the lungs; second, by be- 
ing ingested—that is, eaten in 
tuberculous food or drunk in 
milk or water contaminated 
with the germ; third, by inocu- 
lation or the penetration of tu- 
berculous substance through a 
wound in the skin. Of these 
three the first is the most impor- 
tant.

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What of the Fight? 


Nearly two months ago there was 
presented in this column a desire for 
the nomination of Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Frothingham as the party stan- 
dard bearer for the Republican party 
in the coming election. ‘Aside from 
the reference to the personal char- 
acteristics of the three men who were 
contesting for this position, the wish 
was expressed that he might be nom- 
inated “for the sake of the clean poli- 
tical life that the Republican party 
has stood for; for the sake of decency 
in politics; for the sake of ‘holding 
the Republican party to its long main- 
tained traditions.” 

That wish expressed with regard 
to the nomination is now re-affirmed 
in connection with the coming elec- 
tion, The issue in the primary, while 
largely an issue between men, has had 
enough discussion of principles asso- 
ciated with it to make it very clear 
that a majority of the Republicans in 
Massachusetts are still believers in 
old fashioned Republican doctrine, If 
Democratic orators and writers desire 
to insist that Governor Foss repre- 
sents the best kind of progressiveness 
for Massachusetts to have, and that 
Mr. Frothingham represents a type 
of conservatism that the Republican 
party has always stood for, then let

The First Primary Test 


The general opinion about the first 
direct primary in Massachusetts is 
that it was a fair success. This 
opinion is based largely on an esti- 
mate of the merits of the system as 
a means of voting, and, of course, 
cannot be considered in its much 
more important position of a means 
for securing the best possible candi- 
date for office. Time alone will 
prove whether or not it is an im- 
provement along that line over the 
old method of delegate and conven- 
tion sifting. We are among those 
who have been very positive that 
when time has rendered its verdict 
on that score it will be in favor of 
the old method. 

We can see no reason for all the 
strenuous attempt being made by 
some of the more or less yellow 
newspapers to build a man of straw, 
labelled “repeal of the primary law,” 
and attempt to have their readers 
assume that an effort is co be made 
to repeal the present law. There has 
never been any idea along this line 
at all in the minds of any of the 
party leaders with whom we have 
happened to talk. On the contrary, 
we believe all along there has been 
a desire to give it as fair and full a 
trial as possible, and only after it 
has been properly perfected will full 
judgment be rendered upon it by 
those observers of political methods 
who seek the best possible result. 

Full trial of this law -will not be 
gained in one year or three years. 
The first trial has shown several 
features that are very distasteful to 
many people Here in Andover quite 
a large number of men stayed away 
from the primary because they ob- 
jected and positively refused to de- 
clare any particular party allegiance. 


Some others who went there had no- 


hesitancy in stating that they were 


Republicans and that they had never 
voted_a straight ticket in their life; 
they desired to take part in a Re- 
publican caucus, but to place them- 
selves in the Republican party as en- 
rolled members of that party for a 
term of years was entirely contrary 
to their ideas of the proper form of 
voting for which Massachusetts 
stands at the present time through 
the use of the Australian ballot. 

We have for many years been 
training the voters of the Common- 
wealth to a belief in the absolute 
secrecy of the ballot. After getting 
them trained in this way, we jump 
in with a ballot for nominations in 
which it is an open and recorded con- 
dition, precedent to the casting of 
any vote, that a man’s political af- 
filiations shall be declared. -This 
won't do, and this is one of the fea- 
tures that must be corrected and im- 
proved if the direct primary in Mass- 
achusetts is to be a proper adjunct 
to the Australian ballot. 


The Elimination 


The ‘result of the primary is, of 
course, very disappointing to the two 
Republican candidates who have so 
persistently proclaimed their confi- 
dence of success. 

No man who has known Speaker 
Walker for a long time will have any- 
thing but regret that his own vacillat- 
ing characteristics make up the entire 
responsibility for his defeat. He had 
his opportunity when, -if he had stood 
firmly for the convictions he early ex- 
pressed, and for the principles to 
which he had long given allegiance, 
nothing could have kept him from the 
realization’of his ambition. Strange 
gods and false prophets were his un- 
doing. The popular clamor was not 
as popular as he had supposed, and 
has been proven by the primaries to 
be more largely noise. than some 
close observers had even believed it 
to be. A period of retirement will 
do Mr. Walker good, and as a friend 
we may properly hold that such re- 
tirement will afford him an oppor- 
tunity to regain an understanding of 
the foundation principles of Republi- 
canism, so as to fit him for a further 
useful public service into which he 
once entered so auspiciously. 

.As for Norman White:—he didn’t 
turn out to be even a good end man 
in the show. 


Editorial Cinders 


Not all public servants wear cloth- 
ing or brass buttons. Some of the 
service that is rendered by the best 
public servants that the people have 
is very little appreciated. We wonder 
how many. people in Massachusetts 
appreciated how little information 
was given to them about the direct 
primary result, in the ‘Boston daily 
papers of last Wednesday morning. 
Because this was so noticeable in the 
one exception in the list of the daily 
papers, we cannot refrain from this 
word of comment upon it. The one 
exception was the Boston Globe, 
which performed a distinct public 
service in--the completeness 9° its 
news service at a very trying time. 
From a knowledge of the conditions 
in Andover, it was easy to see that 
returns would be late, and had no 
newspaper covered them fully the 
following morning, there would have 
been no surprise, but when one paper 
showed such a surprising advance 
over all its contemporaries, the in- 
cident is worthy of more than pass- 
ing comment, ‘After all, red ink or 
full page advertisements about how 
big and valuable a thing is, doesn’t 
make it so, whether it be a news- 
paper or a politician. The calm, con- 
sistent public service rendered by the 
old-fashioned Boston Globe promises 
to continue to keep that newspaper 
in a class by, itself in the Boston 
field.

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Chestnut Bank Disease in Massa- 
chusetts 


State Forester Rane, thoroughly 
alive to the importance of safe-guard- 
ing, as far as possible, the chestnut 
growth of ‘Massachusetts, regarded 
as one of our most valuable trees for 
commercial purposes, has recently 
caused a’ thorough examination of 
chestnut trees to be made throughout 
the state ih order to determine to 
what extent the chestnut bark dis- 
ease exists in Massachusetts. This 
dangerous disease has already caused 
irreparable damage to the chestnut 
growth in several states, notably 
New York, New Jersey, Pennsylva- 
nia and Connecticut, and threatens 
destruction to the growth in our own 
state, unless prompt and effective 
measures are taken to check it. 


The report of Arthur H. Graves, 
the United States government ex- 
pert, who under the direction of State 
Forester Rane has made the recent 
investigations in Massachusetts, is in 
part as follows: “The chestnut bark 
blight has been found in seventy 
‘Massachusetts towns. The disease 
appears to be more general in the 


“south-central and southwestern parts 


of the state. This is perhaps due to 
the fact that these portions are nearer 
to the badly infested regions in New 
York and Connecticut, and possibly 
also because on the whole more 
chestnut occurs here than in other 
parts of the state. In the southern 
part of Berkshire county the disease 
has already done a great deal of 
damage. There is eVery reason to 
believe that if the disease continues 
to spread as it has within the last 
half dozen years, it will ultimately 
cause tremendous havoc in ‘Massa- 
chusetts, as it has already done in 
New York, New Jersey and ‘Connecti- 
cut.” Supplementing the report of 
Professor Graves, Professor ‘Metcalf, 
pathologist in charge of the Bureau 
of Plant Industry,U. S. Department 
of Agriculture, writes State Forester 
Rane that “during the past summer 
the disease has spread more than in 
all its previous history, Whatever is 
done in Massachusetts, as well as in 
every other state north of Virginia, 
must be done within the next year. 
Otherwise we definitely face the issue 
of the extinction of the chestnut tree. 


The methods of control already 
adopted in New York and Pennsyl- 
vania are the only practical methods 
that we know of controlling the dis- 
ease. These methods are, briefly, the 
location and destruction of the small 
advance infestions beginning in that 
part of the state farthest away from 
the center of infestation. We cannot 
too strongly advise the eradication 
as soon as possible of all advance 
infestion of this disease in Massachu- 
setts, beginning in the eastern part of 
the state. It is probably already too 
late to save the southwestern part of 
the state by any method.” 


While State Forester Rane is anx- 
ious to give to the public all the in- 
formation obtainable relative to this 
disease, such as the above. reports, 
he is rather more optimistic than the 
government experts, in regard to our 
ability to cope with it: He believes 
that valuable tracts of chestnut prop- 
erly handled along forestry lines may 
be protected from serious injury and 
he will be pleased to advise owners 
of such properties as to the best pro- 
tective measures to employ. 


A bulletin recently issued by him 
treating of the disease and its re- 
medy, with illustrations, will be 
mailed upon request .to citizens of 
Massachusetts.

Snobbery 


We were all glad to hear that Col. 
John Astor and Miss Force were 
married and out of sight and for- 
gotten. As in all novels, when the 
hero and heroine of the story get 
married there is no more to write 
about and the novelist stops writing. 
How it was necessary in their case 
to be married by a clergyman, I know 
not; they did not require a clergy- 
man to make their marriage legal, 
and note that in all our divorce cases 
which fill columns of our newspapers 
it is not before any church court that 
the cases are tried. If the offending 
party is a member of a church, the 
church may say that they are no 
longer members of that church. Mar- 
riage is recognized by our civil. law 
not as a religious institution, but 
simply as a contract, and whether 
the Pope or the Archbishop of Can- 
terbury performed the . ceremony 
makes no difference to the legal 
standing of the case. 

I have been led to write this letter 
from the sneering way that the news- 
papers are speaking about the “weaver 
clergyman” that married this rich 
man and his young bride. I do not 
say that this clergyman did right. in 
marrying them; that is not the point 
I wish to speak about. I understand 
that it was a so-called (Congregation- 
al minister that married the couple. 
Will you please note this long word 
Congregational. No pope or bishop 
had to be consulted. 

‘As I see it, the extreme bad! taste 
in speaking of this clergyman as the 
weaver shows that snobbery is not 
confined to would-be dudes or to silly 
Newport women who wear dresses 
too short above and too long below. 

Jesus Christ, the founder of 
Christianity, is said to have been a 
carpenter. At‘ least his supposed 
father followed that useful and law- 
ful calling. The disciples were poor 
fishermen, and the grand Rembrandt 
painting of “The Descent from the 
Ciipss” shows the kindly _ fisher 
women at work reverently folding 
the cloth, that some weaver had 
woven, around the body of their 
ciucified Lord. Shakespeare’s father 
was a cattle dealer or butcher; that 
may be a reason why some folks say 
that Lord Bacon wrote the sonnets 
and plays and not the illiterate 
butcher’s boy. (Mr. Spurgeon, the 
great Baptist preacher, wrought his 
way through college; his father was 
a poor man who followed Adam’s 
profession, namely a gardener. The 
great Livingston of missionary fame 
was a poor boy winding yarn in a 
factory. Rev. Thomas Chalmers, D. 
D., the leader of the church in Scot- 
land, who in 1843 broke the estab- 
lished kirk in two, was the son of a 
Fife farmer who wrought in the har- 
vest field, and took a bag of oatmeal

sweetest minor poet of Scotland, who 
gave us the grand song, “Bonnie 
Bessie Le>,” and the exquisite poem, 
“The Auld Hearth Stone,” was a 
poor workman’s son. Nicol died 
when he was twenty-two; he was 
then editor of a newspaper in Leeds, 
England. His mother went-to be 
with him at his death and close her 
Robert’s eyes. When asked how she 
got the money for her long railway 
journey she replied that she had 
earned: it working in the harvest field. 
Mothers like Mrs, Nicol have made 
Scotland—loved at home, revered 
abroad. It would fill a dozen Towns- 
mans to state facts that I know about 
poor weavers leaving legacies that 
are webs of gold. What Scotchman 
does not know about-Tannahil, the 
Paisley weaver, and his fine songs 
which are sung in every hamlet in 
Scotland. 

‘Burns when only sixteen years of 
age was doing a man’s work on a 
farm, and I quote one verse of “A 
Man’s a Man for a’. That,” which I 
recommend to the Newport shoddy 
colony who gave thousand dollar din- 
ners and luncheons to Col, Astor, 
“What though on hamely fare we 

dine, 

Wear hodden grey and a’ that— 
Gie fools their silks and knaves their 

wine, 

A man’s a man for a’ that.” 

It is not prudent for people who 
live in glass houses to throw stones. 
None of our. great sacerdotal 
churches can safely throw stones at 
this now famous weaver clergyman. 
It is just one hundred years since 
Napoleon, after his divorce from 
Josephine, was married by the head 
of the church. 

Henry VIII of England had a few 
wives. When one church got tired 
marrying him he got the bishop of 
another church to “solemnize” the 
ceremony and by so doing got the 
famous title “Defender of the Faith.” 

Genius, the capacity of taking 
trouble, is not confined to any par- 
ticular class. Snobbery in churches 
is not a new thing. ‘Read the first 
six sermons of the second chapter of 
the Epistle of James, and see if we 
have improved in our treatment of 
the weaver in our churches. In my 
opinion all are equal when they enter 
a church door, whether millionaire or 
weaver. “There is no respect of per- 
sons with God.” It might be a good 
plan to give every clergyman in ad- 
dition to his present studies, a two 
years’ course at weaving. St. Paul

A Walking Machine. 

Professor Hele-Shaw predicts that, 
inasmuch as men and animals move 
upon the ankle joint in a way quite 
superior to that of the rolling of a 
wheel, the time will come when a me- 
chanical walking machine will be in- 
vented to move over parts of the earth 
where roads do not exist or are still 
in evil condition.

The winter season will open Mon- 
day evening, October 2, along the 
same general lines as last year. 

Miss Mabel F. Ashton, who has 
been the teacher in Domestic Sci- 
ence, has been elected acting super- 
intendent, The Springfield commit- 
tee appreciates the Andover situation 
and Miss Abbott’s loyalty to the 
Guild, and has kindly consented to 
allow her to keep in touch with its 
work for three months and to come 
to Andover for two days semi-month- 


The Guild is most fortunate in se- 
curing the co-operation of C. G, Wil- 
lard, former teacher of science in 
Punchard high school, and ‘Miss 
Frances Tyer, who has been in 
charge of the social side of the girls’ 
clubs the past two seasons. iMr. Wil- 
lard will have charge of the building 
on boys’ evenings and Miss Tyer on 
the girls’ evenings. 
The Women’s Auxiliary has taken 
the responsibility of the Stamp Sav- 
ings through Miss ‘Caroline A. Abbott, 
and of the clothing sales through a 
committee consisting of Mrs. Frank- 
lin Snow, ‘Miss Lucia ‘Merrill, Mrs. 
G. C. Cannon, (Mrs. E. F. Hotchkiss, 
and iMrs. J. J. Feeney; they will 
also take charge of the relief 
work through ‘Miss. Anna Kuhn, Mrs, 
E. A. Baldwin and Mrs. Joseph W. 
Smith; of three Saturday evening en- 
tertainments through Misses Delight 
Hall and Gertrude Sherman, Mrs, A, 
B. LeBoutillier and ‘Mrs. Frank H. 
Hardy, and will probably arrange for 
the Saturday evening matrons. 
As physical culture has been intro- 
duced into the schools, there will be 
no gymnasium classes for school 
girls nor for the youngest boys. 
Other gymnasium -classes will meet 
as follows: ; 
Mondays and Wednesdays, 7.00 to 
8.30 p.m., school boys from 12 to 14. 
From 8.30 to 9.45, working boys 14 
to 21, 
Tuesday and Thursday evenings 
the girls’ clubs will meet in two di- 
visions, one having industrial work 
followed by their club meeting, on 
Tuesday, and gymnasium work on 
Thursday evening; the other club re- 
versing this program. One of the 
new features of this winter’s work is 
the Young ‘Men’s club open to all 
young men in Andover from 21 up- 
ward. They will have but one ap- 
pointment per week for gymnasium 
work, probably on Friday. The Sat- 
urday evenings will be devoted to 
basketball games and entertainments 
followed by dancing. If there is a 
demand for a gymnasium class for 
younger boys or for boys from 12 
to 14 who do not care to come even- 
ings, arrangements can be made for 
these classes on Saturday mornings. 
Annual fees for all, one dollar, 
which includes industrial work to 
open later in the month as follows: 
Cooking, sewing and embroidery 
classes for the evening clubs. ‘After- 
noon classes in these lines will be 
arranged for girls who do not have 
gymnasium work, at the rate of ten 
lessons. for thirty-five cents. The 
Sewing School will be continued on 
Saturday mornings at two cents per 
lesson as formerly, and a class in 


work for little fingers along the 
summer school lines will be open at 
the same charge. Classes in cane- 
seating, cabinet-making, knife-work 
and jig-sawing, basketry and brass- 
work will be open for boys. | 

The schedule of these appoint- 
ments and announcements concern- 
ing the story-telling classes to be 
conducted by Miss Twichell in this 
building, instead of the Library as 
formerly, will be made later.
